This story was "touched upon" in a thirty minute broadcast on radio station KD KA 
an Pittaburgh Pa. in Less than three months after nu, arrival there in 1943 and 
later related by me to numerous organizations for war bond drives and various 
charitable causes, Aroughout the years 9 had been advised time and again to 
write a book re same but, to date, hana been unable to do 40. There is no doubt 
in my mind however, that my Lifestory, in the hands of an enpathic, excellent 
script writer, would make a most interesting and conscience-moving mini series 
or movie. Unfortunately, 9 lack tre proper contacts, 
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Both my parents and 9 were great admirers o 
of the best ee of our time - and certainly 
Liberation fl even if, unfortunately, poathum ; 
a few short paragraphs the horror confronting him at Buchenwald; the torture and 
: Ay Änflicted upon the millions of our innocent men, women and children i 
a manner that the nine hour television documentary ''Shoa''! which took twelve 
to make, never could, having lost most of my family, including two beautifu 
small children in Camps, none of these reports are of news to me, Nor do they 
reopen past wounds for these are always with me - they can never heal, 
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INy grandmother was taken to an Old Age Home for Women and poisoned there one 
morning together with all the other inhabitants, They were the fortunate ones - 
they did not auffer long. Aa for the reat of my family, all efforts on my behalf 
to obtain information as to their fate were to no avail. 


Please keep up the good work and continue to influence others around you to 
join Hee dn these efforts! No wonder your dear mother spoke 40 very proudly of 


you when 9 met her! Thank you,
